feet away. Mr. Poole and Nelson 
Martin were walking half-way down 
the store, and they were covered with 
flying glass from the windows. A 
mirror that hung on the wall went 
like a shot and struck Martin a heavy 
blow, causing him such pain that lie 
fainted. The oil house was obliter- 
ated.

The Amount of Timber Gotng into 


Railroads This Year Frum the Truc 
kee River Mills. 


The Truckee river will be drawn 
upon this summer by the railroads 
for about 25,000,000 feet of ties and 
lumber. Nearly every mill on the 
river is now bard at work on ties. 
The Truckee Lumber Company has an 
immense contract from the Central 
Pacific, and they have their own im- 
mense double mill as well as George 
Schacffers and the Benner mill on 
the order. The Southern Pacifiv 
sends orders to buy all the ties that 
can be got, and C. M. Fulton is io 
Truckee and has orders from the 
Company tw get all the cars neccessary 
and rush everything to the front. All 
cars are billed to El Paso, Texas. 
About foura day are going forward 
now, but the amouot will be increased 
to ten cars per day as 800n as all the 
mills get to going. That will make a 
mile aday. The mills that are now 
cutting for the Southern road are 
Elle Ellen, Richardson at Truckee, 
Lonkey & Smith at Prosser Creek, 
Melatosh at Boca and the Pacific 
Mill at Clinton. Fowle at Dutch Flat 
is cutting for the C. P., and the Dog 
Valley mill at Verdi is cutting for 
the Nevada & Oregon. The output 
for it will be 1,200,000 feet. There is 
about 32 feet to the tie, and it is es- 
timated that over 600,000 ties will be 
wanted besides this there will be 
large quantities of bridge timbers, 
snow shed lumber and material for 
shops, houses, etc., will make at least 
twenty-five million feet of lumber 
from the Truckee river mills.
